that new crop control legislation 
is essential to prevent collapse of 
the nation’s economic structure. 

Commenting at his press confer- 
ence, Mr. Roosevelt said he will 
not ask congress to make loans on 
cotton or other surplus crops un- 
til a law to prevent further sur- 
pluses is on the statute books.

Mr. Roosevelt’s comment fol- 


lowed demands in congress for 
immediate government loans on 
cotton and other surplus products.

The President said his stand 
against loans applied also to 
wheat, corn, hogs and other ma- 
jor crops, asserting that attempts 
to stabilize prices will follow en- 
actment of a law curbing sur- 
pluses.

' This was his comment on re- 
ports that he had asked house 
members to delay action on pend- 
ing wage-hour legislation until 
certain amendments could be sub+ 
mitted. 

The amendments, which would 
direct a proposed labor standards 
board to consider prevailing wages 
in fixing minimums, were offered 
by the American Federation of 
Labor. Mr. Roosevelt said he had 


not read the amendments himself, ink 


but favored their principles as 
outlined to him by President Wil- 
liam Green, of the AFL. 

Would Protect Pacts. 

Besides the prevailing wages 
provision, the amendments also 
would forbid the board to inter- 
— with a collective bargain- 

en waned 

Shee atie would delete a sec- 
tion of the pending bill under 
which the operation of the Walsh- 
Healey act would be placed under 
the proposed new board. 

The Walsh-Healy act provides 
for the fixing of labor standards 
in plants doing work for the gov- 
ernment. Both Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Green opposed giving the new 
board the task of administering 
this act. 

Earlier in the day puzzled mem- 
bers of the house labor committee 
had shoved the wage-hour legisla-

At birth, Emilie was next to 
Marie in frailty, but rapidly grew 
stronger. When those two girls 
were well on the road to progress, 
Dr. Dafoe became confident that 
all five would grow into strong 
girls and become the only quin- 
tuplets in history to survive. Of 
other quintuplets born never have 
all five lived longer than 72 
hours. 

A week after the Dionnes were 
born, they all suffered a critical 
attack of yellow jaundice, a dis- 
ease common among babies.

Every time cotton drops below 
10 cents or wheat below 80 cents, 
he said, the purchasing power of 
one-half of the territory involved 
dries up and the wheels of fac- 
tories slow up. 

Touching on past events, the 
President said his administration 
inherited 5-cent cotton and a 13,- 
000,000-bale carryover. 
He said federal loans were au- 
thorized in 1933 and the carry- 
over reduced to about 5,000,000 
bales and the price stabilized at 
around 12 cents a pound.

Federal purchases, he continued, 
were made with the idea of sell- 
ing the cotton when the carryover 
was reduced to.normal.

SENATE BROADENS 
BILL ON HOUSING 


Repair or Elimination of 
Slum Dwellings Voted 
in Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—(P)— 
The senate approved today an 
amendment to the Wagner ho js- 
ing bill which would require the 
elimination, or repair, of a num- 
ber of slum dwellings “substan- 
tially equal” to the number of 
new homes built with federal aid. 

The amendment, by Senator 
Walsh, Democrat, Massachusetts, 
was adopted without a record vote 
after brief debate. 

The senate also adopted, with- 
out a record vote, an amendment 
requiring that housing loans bear 
a minimum interest rate of one- 
half per cent higher than the go- 
ing federal rate. 

More Changes Voted. 

The senate later adopted an 
amendment by Senator Wagner, 
Demotrat, New York, requiring 
that the “lowest income groups” 
be given first choice in admis- 
sion of tenants to federally sub- 
sidized dwellings. 

It also approved elimination of 
a section which would have au- 
thorized loans to consumer hous- 
ing societies and limited-profit 
housing organizations. 

John L. Lewis and William 
Green, the rival labor leaders, in- 
dorsed the bill. 

Lewis said sums which could 
be spent under the bill were 
“modest when considered with 
subsidies that have been voted 
railroads, air lines and merchant 
marines.” 

Green Favors Bill. 

Green said in a letter to Chair- 
man Steagall, Democrat, Alabama, 
of the house banking committee, 
that the bill was needed because 
“the country is plunging headlong 
toward the greatest housing crisis 
in the entire experience of the 
lation.”

NO INCREASE IN TAX BURDEN 

There is reassurance in Governor Rivers’ 
statement that he seeks no increase in the total 
tax load of the state’s taxpayers, but does seek 
@ redistribution of the burden to relieve those 
now paying more than their just share and to 
levy an equitable proportion from those classes 
of citizens now paying none at all, or else too 
little. 

For several decades a vital need in Georgia 
has been reform of the state’s tax system. The 
ad valorem method which places too heavy a 
burden upon real estate is inherited from the 
days when land constituted the greater part 
of the property of an exclusively agricultural 
state. 

A changing social order has altered this 

«condition. Nowadays property consists not 
only of acres and houses, but of stocks, bonds, 
money and other intangibles. Under the 
amendment to the constitution, approved in the 
June election and permitting classification of 
property for differing rates of taxation, it will 
be possible for the legislature to enact laws 
which will place a reasonable tax upon these 
properties, instead of the unfair and confisca- 
tory flat rate which is driving much of this 
type of property out of the state. 

Whatever system of taxation is finally 
worked out by the legislature, it will be, Gov- 
ernor Rivers assures, a method which will not 
increase total taxes paid, but one that will re- 
distribute the present burden upon a fair basis. 

Governor Rivers wisely leaves the determi- 
nation of the plan to be adopted to a special 
committee-named by the legislature. From the 
recommendations of this committee the assem- 
bly itself will decide the most equitable plan. 

- The expected special session in the late fall 
will thus be charged chiefly with the duty of 
redistribution of taxes, rather than with the 
discovery of means to increase the state’s 
revenue. 

The Governor’s assurance will benefit the 
businessmen and all other citizens of the state, 
removing as it does a factor of uncertainty 
which mitigates against normal commercial and 
industrial expansion. Business nervously an- 
ticipating indefinite increase of taxes is busi- 
ness barred from intelligent planning for the 
future. Georgia business, reassured by the Gov- 
ernor’s tax statement, can move confidently 
ahead,

Regardless of the 
admonitions of father and mother to “take 
care of that book, brother will have to use it 
next year,” it is a rare volume that ends a 
single school term with its pages all intact and 
its binding firmly in place. Most of the books 
are torn, dog-eared, tattered relics of the book- 
binder’s art at the end of a single term. 

Undoubtedly, with the books furnished free, 
there will be less incentive to protect them. 
The property of the state cannot expect the 
more careful handling that private property 
receives. 

The committee, therefore, regardless of the 
actual texts finally selected, would act in the 
interest of the taxpayers if it sees that its 
books are the most sturdy examples of the 
bookbinder’s skill procurable. A little extra ex- 
pense now will save many dollars in loss by 
wear and tear of the future. 

The slogan of the committee should be as 
few textbooks as necessary for the best possi- 
ble education, of the finest available content 
“and physical quality. 


WHEN DESIRE FATHERS ERROR 


Overeagerness seems to have prompted the 
erroneous interpretation of state taxation of 


- mixed drinks that orthodox cocktails and other 


creations of the bartender’s art are now legal 
in Georgia. 

As explained by T. Grady Head, commis- 
sioner in charge of beverage taxation for Geor- 
gia, only those drinks with a wine base which 
have arrived at an alcoholic content nct ex- 
ceeding 22 per cent by fermentation will be 
permitted under Georgia law. All drinks, mixed 
or straight, which are based upon distilled 
liquors are on the forbidden list in so far as 
the statute books of this state are concerned. 

As a matter of imbibing conditions, of 
course, the entire thing is merely a technical 
tempest in a theoretical teacup. For the man 
or woman who would indulge in distilled alco- 
hal, in preference to fermented, can still in- 
dulge that desire within 15 minutes in almost 
any city, town, village or cross roads of the 
state. 


With legal liquor flowing all around the bor- 
ders of Georgia, with every variety of alcoholic 
beverage pouring over those borders at will, all 
discussion of what is and what is not a legal 
beverage in Georgia is a subject to cause per- 
turbation only among the theorists. The prac- 
tical drinker doesn’t care what is legal and 
what is outlawed so long as he hasn’t mis- 
placed that open sesame to bibulous liberty, 
the business card of his favorite bootlegger.

Our friends and readers will sure- 
ly not interpret our silence as a lack of interest.

If it 
were possible to say anything that would help, 
that would heal the breach, restore harmony and 
set the men to work on plans for going forward, 
we would do so and gladly. 

Just what the future offers, whether: good or 
ill, we dare not predict. We have faith in the 
principles, goals and ideals of the uniow move- 
ment. It is our firm belief that the American 
Federation of Labor is the one organization that 
is better suited by tradition, by organization and 
by its aims and purposes to carry the hope of the 
American worker than any other organization. 
While the present division in leadership strikes 
close to the heart, it cannot be fatal. Right will 
assert itself and in the end will prevail. 

Our faith in the future regardless of what 
form or direction the movement may take, does 
not console us entirely for the unfortunate con- 
dition that exists today. It may be that we are 
going through growing pains. It may be that 
such tragedies were necessary to the building of 
a new program.

It goes so far 
as to.say that once the bill is in 
operation, the United States Tariff 
Commission “shall investigate the 
differences resulting from this act 
in cost of production of any 
domestic articles, or in any like or 
similar foreigh articles, with a 
view to determining whether or 
not an increase ‘should be made 
in the duty.” 

This section must have caused 
considerable qualm to Secretary 
Hull, who has been consistently 
carrying out the administration 
policy of breaking down interna- 
tional trade barriers, and it indi- 
cates that’ the drafting committee 
does not believe that hours and 
wages fixed by the Labor Stand- 
ards Board will be absorbed out 
of excess profits, but may be 
passed on in price increases which 
can only be sustained if foreign 
goods are kept out of competi- 
tion. If these price increases are 
in categories of goods for general 
consumption, even by persons of 
the lower income brackets, then 
one cannot see how an apparent 
increase in wages will be real. But 
one can see that with a reversal 
of imports, our export trade, upon 
which millions of Americans de- 
pend for their livelihood, will be 
severely injured.

WORKED AT OFFICE HERE 

G. Q. Caldwell, one of 13 per- 
sons missing in the wreck of a 
Pan - American-Grace Airways 
flying boat, was connected with 
the Atlanta office of: the Air Com- 
merce Bureau in the capacity of 
air line inspector for a period of 
more than a year in 1934-35. 

He came here from the Wash- 
ington office in 1934, remaining 
with the Atlanta division until 
his transfer two years ago to Mi- 
ami, where he served until the 
time of the crash as inspector of 
the air line service between Mi- 
ami and New York. 

Before joining the Department 
of Commerce in 1932, Caldwell 
flew for the old American Ajr 
Lines between Atlanta, Cincin- 
nati and Cleveland. 

Known among friends as 
“Arky,” Caldwell -was_ born in 
Mayfield, Ky., the son of Michael 
Caldwell. He was 35 years old 
and learned to fly in Little Rock 
in 1926. ; 

He was formerly adjutant of the 
156th observation squadron, Ar- 
kansas national guard, and for a 
time flew a night mail run from 
Little Rock to Cleveland, and 
between Cleveland and New York.

TOKYO—(#) — Thousands of 
Japanese girls and women have 
discarded their time-honored ki- 
mono, obi (sash) and geta (wood- 
en sandals) for American-style 
clothes. Foreign fashion experts 
here say that in another decade 
Japan probably will be complete- 
ly western in its dress. 

Almost all of the schoolgirls and 
boys now wear American clothes, 
which are considered not’ only 
smarter, but more practical and 
hygienic. 

Cheaper Wedding Gowns. 

But it is perhaps in wedding at- 
tire that the greatest change has 
come. Most smart Japanese wom- 
en prefer American or European 
wedding gowns, not so much for 
the style as for economy. In Japan 
a native wedding kimono costs 
from $100 to $200, while a modish 
western wedding gown may be 
made for one-third that price. 

And when Japanese youths mar- 
ry, they discard their native ki- 
mono dress, which some believe

makes them look “plebeian” in fa- 
vor of the conventional western 
“morning” garb. Formerly most 
men in Japan regarded a foreign- 
style suit as a luxury, but now it 
is worn for business and on all 
formal occasions. 

Ten years ago Japanese girls 
who wore foreign-style apparel 
were regarded as flappers, or even 
as immoral. Today many Japa- 
nese parents, who usually are 
orthodox and nationalistic, favor 
western garments for their daugh-

Figures Improving, 

With the gradual discontinuance 
among mothers of the old practice 
of carrying their babies on their 
back—which often gave the chil- 
dren “pigeon-toes” or “bandy- 
legs” —the figures of Japanese girls 
and boys have greatly improved, 
so they wear western clothes more 
gracefully. But Japanese women, 
Americans here think, still look far 
better in their traditional’ kimono 
and obi because of their difference 
in stature and build.

TIME AND PATIENCE AND 
SOMETHING ELSE. 


A press article indorsed by the 
Iowa State Department of Health 
and prepared by, the Iowa State 
Medical Society says the great 
American complaint, constipation, 
may be overcome, but it requires 
time and patience to do so. Ninety 
per cent of the cases, says the bul. 
letin, are due to irregular habits 
of elimination, plus improper diet. 

Come, now, fellows, where do 
you get that “elimination” trick? 
Certainly not from Noah Webster. 
Why not give elementary physiol- 
ogy a break? If the Iowa papers 
will let you say constipation they 
will hardly boggle at evacuation. 
One of the first lessons to learn in 
this base trade of educating the 
public is to say what you mean, 
If you are prudish about it you 
will orily add to popular confu- 
sion. 

In the 90 per cent of cases—I’d 
put it nearer to 98 per cent— 
where constipation is just a bad 
habit, it requires time and patience 
and something else to overcome 
the bad habit. 

The time element may be set 
down as five days in the average 
case. The patience part doesn’t 
matter much if you have the other 
two essential factors well in hand. 
Indispensable for success in. the 
battle is sufficient knowledge of 
physiology to offset or counteract 
the ill effect of all the misinfor- 
mation you have accumulated from 
years of research in almanacs, tes- 
timonials and the lore of folk as 
untutored in the way of the body 
works.

SEWER AGREEMENT 
WILL BE DEBATED 


Commissioners To Consider 
Plan Approved by Coun- 
-cil at Session Today. 


Proposals for a_ city-county 
agreement on maintenance of the 
metropolitan sewers system and 
for county launching of street im- 
provement projects in Atlanta will 
come before Fulton county com- 
missioners meeting in the court- 
house this afternoon. 

Under the proposed agreement, 
approved by city council Monday, 
the county would maintain all lat- 
eral sewers outside the city and 
collect tapping fees. It provides 
that the county may tap sewer 
trunk lines upon agreement to pay 
$25,000 to the city in 1938 and 
$50,000 annually thereafter. 

Prior Contract Recalled. 

One-third of all maintenance 
cost running over $150,000 would 
have to be paid by the county to 
the city, under the agreement. A 
prior contract with the county 
providing for $350,000 to be ex- 
pended in sewer system construc- 
tion outside the city is recalled in 
the agreement adopted by council. 
Immediate launching of street 
improvement projects on Pied- 
mont avenue and Twelfth street 
will be asked of the commission 
by Councilman John A. White. The 
county already has agreed to wid- 
en Twelfth street, between Peach- 
tree and Juniper, the right-of-way 
having been secured at a cost of 
$1,500. : 

Widening of Piedmont avenue in 
front of Piedmont Driving: Club 
and paving the street from Four- 
teenth street to The Prado has al- 
ready been asked of the county.
